The third annual camp meeting of 


the Crusaders of Wisconsin, which has 
been going on at Phillips' grove for 
the past two weeks, will come to a 
close toulsrht. The meetings have

times being as high as 1,500. 
About 


one-half of this number was from the 
city. 
A great man; who came to 


from points at a distance have camped 
bo the grounds. There were in all 
twenty-six sleeping tents, besides the 
dining and conference teats. 


The Crusaders are in some respects 


ifttmlar to the.Salvation army, but are 
Very dissimilar in other respects. The 
work is carried on in the same way, 
prayers, songs, open air meetings, sale 
$.tracts, etc., but on the other hand 
tb«re is no competition with the 
churches. Instead of being compelled 
to give up the religion, the proselyte 
is urged to unite with some religious 
Society to be chosen by himself. There 
are no lay members, the only Crusa- 
ders being the officers. 
The work is 


now being carried on in Wisconsin, 
Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, Arkansas 
and the New England states. Three 
annual camp meetings have been held 
iri Wisconsin, the first at Plover, the 
second at Moore's barn in the town 
of "Plover and the third at Stevens 
Point. 


The present meeting is in charge of 


Maj. W. II. Lake of Marehfield, bead 
of the Crusaders in this state, and 
Gen. M. K. Light of Worcester, Mass., 
the latter being the national presi- 
dent. 


Yesterday afternoon sixteen con- 


verts, seven women and nine men, 
were baptized by Maj. Lake by im- 
mersion in the river Just below the 
bridge. A large crowd, partly of de- 
votees, but in the main of curiosity 
seekers, gathered to witness the cer- 
emony.

About two score 
of small boys stood in the river about 
Major Lake while the baptismal cere- 
monies were going on and encouraged 
him byi/groans and laughter.

MAY RESULT FATALLY. 


An Accident at W. E. .Langenberg's Brick 


Yard, in Which John Guzman 


Is Badly Crushed. 


John Guzman, one of the oldest 


employes of W. E. Langcnberg in 
point of service, while at work Thurs- 
day last, received injuries from the 
effects of which he may die:. 
He was 


standing upon a fly wheel in the brick 
yard engine room, arranging a belt, 
which was being drawn into place by 
several fellow workmen, when, slip- 
ping, be fell upon the belt and was 
dragged partially under a pulley. The 
belt was not attached to the engine 
at the timerbut was drawn by the 
other men with such force that Guz- 
man was badly crushed before the 
belt could be stopped. 
lie was re- 


moved to his home and medical at- 
tendance hastily summoned. 


The pnybician.s, the i>rs. von Neu- 


pert, 
found 
th«-ir patient In such 


a .serious condition that it, was con- 
sidered dangerous to operate upon 
him to ascertain the exact nature of 
his injuries. 
Since that time his 


condition has not changed, cither lor 
better or for worse, and his life still 
hangs in the balanro. 


His only nourishment is a very small 


quantity of bocf broth. The man's 
injuries are chiefly to tho abdomen. 
The peritoneum m believed to have 
been ruptured and the kidneys are in- 
jured to some extent. 


Guzman Is a poor man, the only 


support of a wife and seven children 
who would he placed in an indigent 
position should the outcome of the 
accident be fatal. 


A Gigantic Swindle. 


For tne past several weeks THE 


GAZETTE has been running a reading 
notice, signed by John I. Toluian & Co., 
of Chicago, advertising the fact that 
many rich discoveries of gold had 
been made at Cripple Creek and other 
parts of the west, and promising rich 
returns to Investors in mining and 
other speculations. When the adver- 
tisement first appeared, it was signed 
by 3. E. Morgan & Co., of New York, 
and was paid for in mining stocks. 
These stocks are now for sale cheap 
as the individuals who composed the 
above firms, five ot them, arc in jail 
in Chicago and New York. 
It Is 


charged that they swindled the pub- 
lic out of $750,000, not including the 
newspapers.

City.—8nH to be Dropped. 


For the past thirty days the Stev- 


ens Point water company have been 
furnishing over 20,000 gallons of pure 
spring water, direct from the spring 
adjoining the plant on the north and 
northeast, and after giving this a 
thorough test as to quality and quan- 
tity, the supply will be increased to 
meet all demands for the present 
and future. It Is believed that the 
supply is Inexhaustible. 
The com- 


pany will not stop at furnishing the 
purest water beneath the earth, but 


ll also make other Inducements to 


Increase the number of its patrons, 
lowering the price of rentals so that 
they will be within the reach of all, 
the. poor as well aa rich or well-to-do.

a reorganization in the company, C. 
E. Gray, of Whitewater, WIs., suc- 
ceeding Whitney Conant, of Long 
Branch, N. J., as president, and M. 
G. Jeffries, of Janesville, WIs., being 
chosen secretary in place of W. G. 
Snow, of New York. 
Three or four 


of the five directors are also residents 
of Wisconsin, including the two gen- 
tlemen above mentioned, together 
with W. O. Lamoreux, our local 
superintendent and manager. 
The 


reorganization took place in June, and 
an adjourned meeting was held in 
this city Tuesday afternoon, the other 
directors and stockholders being re- 
presented by proxies in the hands of 
those who were here. 


At this time a settlement was made 


with the city whereby the suit com- 
menced against the company has been 
dropped. In 1894 the company re- 
fused to pay its tax, claiming that 
the assessment was too high and 
illegal. This tax amounted to $2,- 
060.48, on an assessment of $33,000. 
Under the new agreement the water 
works plant will be assessed at $50,- 
000, in accordance with the increase 
throughout the city, and the com- 
pany will pay the amount due on the 
1894 tax, one-half in 60 days and the 
balance by Jan. 1st, 1897. The agree- 
ment was mutual, and will be learned 
with pleasure by all our citizens. Mr. 
Jeffries will visit the city again in a 
couple of weeks, at which time he 
will no doubt be prepared to say more 
that will be of interest. 
For several 


years the bonds of the Stevens Point 
Water Co. have been held by the First 
National bank of New York, but 
under the new organization they are 
in the hands of the bondholders thuin- 
Hel VCH. 


Improvements at the .Normal. 


The executive committee of the 


Normal School regents, last Friday, 
let a contract with the E. P. Allis 
company of Milwaukee for a new Cor- 
liss engine of twenty horse power, for 
the Stevens Point normal. The en- 
gine will be ready for shipment in :iO 
days. The present engine, which is 
fifteen horse power, will be removed 
as it is insufficient for the needs of 
the building. 


It. A. Cook has the contract for 


setting up <i»d connecting tne engine 
mentioned abo\e, together with the 
necessary shafting and hangers to 
drive the fan for heating purposes. 
Also the power for dynamo 
and 


changes to be made in piping .system 
of boiler connections so that boilers 
may be run independently of one- 
another, high or low pressure. 
Mr. 


Cook will also put in the foundations 
for the new engine and raise the 
height of present smoke stack 20 feet. 
Work on the stack will be commenced 
at once, so that it may be completed 
before opening of school. 
These im- 


provemont'* represent an expenditure 
of about $2,000.

FKIBND ED.~! am going to give 


you a description of a little trip 1 
made lately. A friend of mine has a 
yacht, u sloop-rigged yacht, and very 
well known, und the other day he took 
a party (myself included) out cod-flsh- 
ing. 
We start off at high tide,-which 


in this case is at i» o'clock a. m., and 
the skipper says, "She's acorn in' from 
the nor'-nor'-east; we ortcr make the 
pint by 'levin, if we hef the luck- to 
tret through the gut at Hull.'* We do, 
and after a skud down the harbor and 
coast we struck the flshing banks, 
the way down we met a large school 
of porpoises, monsters they seemed to 
be, but as playful as kittens. They 
•w ould lay on the surface of the water 
and then roll over and then dive and 
come up under another and then roll 
him over; then down again. We alsc 
saw a school of boats, tuackere 
schooners, further out to sea. Well 
we "arrove;" "Git yer lines," the cap'n 
said. The lines in this case are about 
the si/.e of a clothesline, 100 feet long, 
and the hook is almost as big arouuc 
as your little finger, while the sinker 
is a little chunk of lead, weighing 
only from 1A to 2 Ibs.

Some time ago 
lie went to Canton to visit his pnrents 
and while there many of his country- 
men, mostly well to do, educated people

A PECULIAR FISH. 


The Turbot'* Hall »iid Socket Kye« Are of 


Black and Gold. 


Lying limp und slimy on a fishmonger's 


slab, or dry and sandy in tho Dutch flsh- 
wivi";' baskuts, the tur)x)t is perhaps the 
lea'.t interestinf? of fish. When swimming 
in an urtiflcial sen or lying on the sandy 
bottom, it is the most attractive of all 
of tho denizens of this mock occnn, and 
whether ut rest or in motion, hus an air 
of vigilance, vivacity and intelligence great- 
er tli.u; that of any of the normally shaped 
fish. 
Tain is in part due to its habits 


and ii> part to tho expression of the flat 
fish's eye 
This, which is sunk and in- 


vUiblu in the dead fish, is raised on a kind 
of turret in the living turbot, or sole, and 
set there in a half revolving apparatus, 
working almost as independently as tho 
'•(will nnd socket" eyes of the chameleon. 
There is this difference, however, In the 
eye of the lizard and of the fish—the iris 
of the chameleon is a mere pinhole at the 
top "f tho eyeball, which is thus absolutely 
without expression. 
The turbot's, or 


"butt's," eyes are black and gold and in- 
tensely bright, with none of tho fixed, star- 
ing stupid appearance of ordinary fishes' 
eyes 
It lios upon the sand and jerks its 


eyes Independently into position, to survey 
any part of the ground surface, tho water 
aboM.>, or that on either side at any angle, 


If it had light rays to project from its 


eyes, instead of to receive, tho effect would 
bo prucinely that made by the sudden shift- 
ing of the jointed apparatus which casts 
the electric light from a warship at any 
angle on to sea, sky or horizon. 
The tur- 


bots, though ready, graceful swimmers, 
mo\ ing in wavclike undulations across tho 
water or dashing off like a flash when so 
disposed, usually lie perfectly still upon 
the bottom. 
They do not, like the dabs 


and the flounders, cover themselves with 
sand, for they mimic the color of tho 
ground with such absolute fidelity that ex- 
cept for the shining eye it is almost impos- 
sible to distinguish them. It would appear 
that volition plays some part in this subtle 
conformity to environment, for one tur- 
bot, which is blind, lias changed to a tint 
too light and not at all in harmony with 
thut of the sand. —London Spectator.

The newest of the new women Is tho 


new colored woman. SJio has appeared 
and la just now very much in evidence. 
She is personified In tho portion of Mrs. 
Booker T. Washington, wife of the famous 
colored educator, who is the founder and 
president of tho Tuskcgce Normal school 
for colored children 


Tho uew colored woman has cut out» 


big piece of work for herself She proposes 
to raise the moral tone and the mental 
condition of millions of her race Tho Held 
Is fertile. 
While some little attempt, has 


been iiiudc to riluciitcthe colored youth of 
the south, the women and girls have been 
practically Ignored, with a few exceptions, 
of which the Tuskegec Normal school Is a 
prominent one 
Tho various organiza- 


tions of white women have taken no notice 
of their colored sisters, and now tho color- 
ed women themselves have come to the 
front. 
Mrs Washington 1* not alone In 


her undertaking, but has the help of a 
largo number of rcfluod and highly intelli- 
gent women of her race. 


That those women are In earnest and In- 


tend to accomplish something Is shown by 
the foot that tho first annual convention of 
the National League of Colored Women in 
Washington is to be followed by a similar 
gathering which will bo known as tho 
convention of tho National Federation of 
Afro-American Women, which is to con- 
vene in the same city July 90 for a three 
days' session. The first business that will 
come before the latter body will be the 
proposition to combine tho two organiza- 
tions 
This was discussed at tho recent 


convention of the League of Colored Wom- 
en, which has just closed. 


Mrs. Washington Is directly responsible 


for the existence of the National Federa- 
tion of A fro-American Women, It is the 
outcome of her efforts to help the unedu- 
cated and benighted women and children 
who live in tho rural sections of the 
Black Belt. As a teacher and wife of 
the president of tho Tuskegee Institute she 
had nn opportunity of helping the scholars 
who came under her supervision, and she 
made every use of each occasion. 
But she 


had long wished for some method of reach- 
ing tho mothers and sisters of the scholars. 
She well knew how densely Ignorant most 
of them were and in what squalid and im- 
moral surroundings they lived. She had 
visited many one room cabins, and she 
saw that the condition of these people could 
be vastly improved with but little effort if 
she could only reach enough of them. 


Finally, after a good deal of thought, 


she determined to take advantage of the 
long established custom of the colored 
people of tho south to flock into tho neigh- 
boring villages and cities on Saturday. 
She went down into the market streets of 
Tuskegee and met them as they came In. 
She talked with the women and children, 
extending to them the only kindly groofr-

Ing that they had ever rccclevod from 
strangers. 
Unmindful of their 111 man- 


ners and offensive appearance,, she gained 
their confidence and gave them good ad- 
vice as well as kiudly sympathy. 


One Saturday she invited a number ot 


them to moot her for a little talk. Many 
of the women and children followed her to 
it bare, unfurnished room, where flho told 
them lu a simple and nnafToctod manner 
how much they might Ictira by mooting 
once a week to confer with her and some 
of the other teachcra 
She showed them 


how they could learn to make their homes 
better, care for their children and help 
their husbands. The women were Inter- 
ested and promised to como again. 
They 


did so 
The next Saturday there was n 


room full, and from that time on the num- 
ber kept increasing. The other teachers 
in tho Normal bowline enthusiastic about 
the work when they saw what rapid ad- 
vances their neglected Bisters could moke 
when given a chiinco, and they gave short 
talks on such subjects as "How to Caro 
For the Home," "Foot! aud Cooking," 
"Ventilation," etc. 


That little meeting wua the germ of an 


association thnt now hnfl a local member- 
ship of over 400 women und children, and 
which has spread through many states. 
Other educated colored women heard of 
Mrs Washington's efforts and her success, 
and about a year ago they met In Boston 
and f on tied u national organization for tho 
purpose of extending this work all through 
the Black Belt. Mrs. Washington was 
elected president, nnd tho prestige of her 
husband's name at onco gave the federa- 
tion a national reputation. 


The seloction of Mrs Victoria Eorle 


Matthews of Xcw York as chairman was 
equally fortunate, a« she Is one of tho best 
organizers and literary characters among 
her people 


The rcpre-wntatlves of 80 clubs were 


present, and great enthu^lfwm wan mani- 
fested. 
Before the convention adjourned 


the organization had been effected and n 
system of work laid oat 
Slucc then this 


work has becni carried on with surprising 
activity. Mrs THatthcws him spent several 
months In the rural districts of Alabama 
end Georgia studying tho needs of tho 
women and children, and she will present

address at the coming convention.

Men Cook* In Franc*. 


The Journal dea Debate of Part*, In a 


recent Issue, print* the remarks of a direct- 
or of a cooking school to the annual grad- 
uates. He asserts that It Is now almost 
impossible to retain competent men cooks 
In France. Tl.o wages offered them by 
foreigners are so much In excess of those 
they obtain at home that almost all mi- 
grate. He estimates that 10,000 French- 
men are now serving In alien kitchens. 
They are not attracted by larger pay, but 
they find abroad n finer appreciation of 
their efforts, whore, on gala occasions, they 
have full authority not only to exorcise 
untrammeled their functions, but In 
countries near to France to order from 
Paris not only ailments, but flowers for 
decorative purposes. While this privilege 
is flattering to French susceptibilities it 
does not make amends far the loss of these 
culinary artists to their native country. 
* The journal quoted says that the more 
prosperous and reputable rentntirants of 
Parts make no effort to employ first into 
cooks. Eating at those establishments Is 
no longer looked upon as u pleasure or eul- 
to, but merely as an incident conducted 
with the haste and iiidlfferonw accorded to 
it ou the buffet of a railway station. Paris 
cooks HIM now like thoso masons who are 
content to cover the walla with plaster as 
rapidly as possible, aud they are valued 
only on account of tho celerity with which 
they can supply passable food. It Is con- 
sidered that the exposition of 1000 will 
give tho coup de grace to tho French cui- 
Bine. The only hope Is in women coolu. 
It is to them alone that Paris may look for 
tbe preservation of the culinary traditions 
of Careme and Vatcl.

GREAT ceremony 
has just taken place 
in South Africa, de- 
clares the New York 
Journal. 
Nyaman- 


da, son of Loben- 
gula, has been en- 
throned king of ttw 
Matabeles, in the 
land of his fathers. 
He 
received 
the 


unanimous homage 


of all the chiefs and the assembled 
people. 


It was a wonderful and fearful cere- 


mony. The cable tells us that no de- 
tail was omitted to make it impressive, 
and we know from accounts of the last 
Matabele coronation what that means 
One of the most interesting parts of th« 
ceremony is that in which the king, 
seated on his ox, is assaulted by the 
snake prophets and the dancing giants 


The new king is the son of Loben- 


gula, the craftiest and bravest monarch 
the Matabeles ever had. 
He foughl 


with desperate valor against the ma- 
chine guns and other deadly weapons 
of Dr. Jameson's followers, and, as is 
not surprising, was finally vanquished 


The Matabeles have now risen again 


In revolt against the white invaders, | 
and they have accepted their late king's I 
son as their leader. This is of great 
importance to the whites, because a | 
struggle among the chiefs for the lead- 
ership would have weakened the Mata- 
beles. They are now united under one 
king, and if he shows military capac- 
ity, it is feared that they will make a 
long and hard fight. 


Nyamanda went to the Matoppo hills 


to be crowned. The ceremony partook 
of the nature of a coronation and a 
declaration of war. 
Practically the 


whole Matabele people were there, di- 
vided into regiments, or impis, with 
their •chiefs leading them. 


Nyamanda is six 
feet 
high, and, 


though young, already weighs over 20C 
pounds. Weight is an attribute of sov- 
ereignty among the Matabeles. 


At the coronation the king takes his 


seat in a chair on the crown of a «jmall 
hill. The chief medicine men surround 
him, aiid a slave holds a shield as tall 
as a man over his head. Close at hand 
is a large vessel containing native beer, 
with which his majesty refreshes him- 
self after arduous parts of the ceremo- 
nial. 


The king's headdress consists of the 


whole breast of a crane, from which 
the feathers fall down at the sides and 
point downward. 


He wears an apron of leopards' tails 


and his knees and ankles are covered 
with tufts of long hair of the great 
goat. His •councilors are similarly but 
more quietly attired. 


The men are drawn up in regiments, 


divided into two classes—those of the 
men and those of the boys. They are 
in full war dress, the principal features 
of which are a long shield, an assegai, 
and some feathers. 
The women stand 


humbly apart. 


The chiefs address the king and tell 


him that he is stronger than an ele- 
phant and more comely than an ante- 
lope; that he will eat all his enemies, 
and that they will die for him with 
cheerfulness. 


The chiefs emphasize their remarks 


by bowing their heads to the dust. The 
assembled people follow their example. 
After that they all rap their assegais 
on their shields, making a deafening 
din. 
The king is then consecrated by 


the prophets, who have been trained 
for their sacred calling by passing their 
lives among human skulls and deadly 
snakes. 
The prophet always carries 


one of these reptiles about his neck. 
The king is also saluted by the giants, 
who execute a mysterious dance before 
him. These giants are men inclosed in 
a wicker framework shaped like a hu- 
man form. 
The face is of monkey 


skin, with eyes, mouth, nose, and ears 
carved in it, and the giants' legs are 
stilts on which the hidden man dances 
with much skill. 


After 
this the king mounts his 


trained bull and reviews his regiments 
and his people. The prophets and poli- 
ticians 
accompany 
him, 
executing 


strange antics, and the soldiers rattle 
their assegais on their shields. 


A great ox-killing festival follows. 


The king points with his spear to each 
animal he wishes killed, and a warrior 
leaps forward and kills it with his 
stabbing assegai. The people become 
maddened with enthusiasm at the sight 
of the blood and the dying animals. 
From 
time to 
time a chamberlain 


hands the beer to his majesty. 


Then a bull of known ferocity is tet 


loose and young warriors rush forward 
to kill it with their naked hands. Some 
of them are sure to dio in the attempt, 
but they accomplish the king's pleas- 
ure. So reckless of death and so obedi- 
ent to their king are these savage war- 
riors that they have been known to 
attack, without arms, a lion. 


Finally the regiments march past the 


king, each soldier lowering his assegai 
and shield as he passes the monarch 
on his bullock. The veteran soldiers 
carry white shields and their hair is 
bound to iron rings on the top of their 
heads. These rings are useful in the 
attachment of the feathered headdress, 
and also as receptacles for 
tobacco, 


grease, and provisions. 
The boys, or 


young soldiers, carry black shields, and 
have no head rings.

A Very Interesting Beport From the 


Board of Vi»itor».~-lCore 


Boom Needed. 


MADISON, Wis., July 2d, 1896.

State Superintendent: 


Your committee appointed to In- 


spect the Stevens Point normal school 
most respectfully submits the follow- 
ing report for the year coding August 
:ilst. 1890 : 


ItL'lLlJlNO AND OUOUNUS. 


Your committee was pleased 
to 


note that the building at Stevens 
Point is in many respects a model of 
its kind. 
The geneial effect of tbe 


architecture is pleasing and the gen- 
eral arrangement is convenient. 
We 


believe that such buildings as this, 
furnished with disks which satisfy 
the latest hygienic conditions, black 
boards of the proper material, si?e 
and color, a well equipped gymnasium, 
a system of baths, a most ap-proved 
water closet system, a thoroughly re- 
liable and economical heatingplant, 
and appliances for mechanical ventil- 
ation which moot scientific require- 
ments, go far toward establishing 
proper standards for school house 
construction throughout the state. 
The condition of the grounds and 
building indicates that the value of 
cleanliness and general neatness is 
properly appreciated 
by those 
in 


charge. 
Much time and labor are 


required to beautify new grounds, yet 
in two years much has been done to 
make the grounds around the building 
neat and attractive. 


In this connection your committee 


takes the liberty to make an urgent 
appeal to the Hoard of 'legents for 
more room both inside and outside 
the building. 
It is at once noticeable 


that the building, lawn, roadways 
and walks occupy the whole area of 
land owned by the state, leaving no 
space which may be utilized for out- 
door recreation and athletic sports. 
We feel that the play-ground and 
the athletic field arc necessary ad- 
juncts to the gymnasium. Outdoor 
exercise Is especially necessary for the 
maintenance of good health among 
normal students, so many of whom 
come the school directly from 
the 


active pursuits of the farm and small 
village. 
Good health is an important 


factor of success in any calling, but in 
the success of the teacher, 
whose 


duties make such unusual drafts on 
energy and nerve vitality, it is doubly 
important. 
Your committee would 


strongly recommend the purchase of 
the unoccupied tract of live acres 
which lies north, and adjacent to, 
the present grounds, and that an ap- 
propriation of a sufficient sum be made 
to put this tract into shape for ath- 
letic purposes. 


One of the strongest commendations 


for the school is the fact that the at- 
tendance is already so large that the 
building accommodations are inad- 
equate to the pressing needs of the 
school. 
There is great need of a 


large, well-equipped, propeily lighted 
room for the art department. 
Such 


a room would add materially to the 
economy a.nrl efficiency of this work. 


There seems also to be a lack of 


room for the regular recitation work. 
It was noticed that in several in- 
stances one room served the needs of 
two or more departments. Instead of 
each department having a permanent 
room for recitation work, some of 
them were shifted from place to place 
to occupy rooms vacated 
by other 


departments. 
In 
branches where 


laboratory work is necessary this ar- 
r.ingement is very inconvenient and 
interferes seriously with the efficiency 
of the work. 


Your committee also noticed that 


the accommodations for the practice 
work in connection with the model 
departments are 
very 
inadequate. 


When the one yuar course for the pre- 
paration of teachers for the district 
schools is added next year, the num- 
ber of students desiring totake prac- 
tice work, will be materially increased. 
Your committee fails to see how this 
work can bo carried on witli any de- 
gree of satisfaction or elliciency witli 
tho present accommodations—three 
small model school-rooms with one re- 
citation room eac]i. 
ft would seem 


that larger rooms for the<model depart- 
ments with a number of recitation 
rooms foi each are absolutely necessary 
eilicient for practice work.

The kindly spirit and high moral tone 
which characterix.es all tbe athletic 
sports of the school are certainly com- 
mendable and worthy of imitation by 
other schools. 


Your committee wishes to especially

AND LITKUATl'llK. 


Your committee was pleased with 


the character of the instruction in 
drawing, music and literature. 
Not 


only are the "mechanics" of these 
branches well taught, but the in- 
fluence which these branches may have 
in awakening those sentiments and 
emotions which ennoble and civilize 
seems to be well understood. It is 
said that the tendency of American 
life isstrongly toward material things. 
It is also said that the poetic spirit 
and love for the beautiful hardly exist 
among us. The poetical and prosaic 
concerns of life are so engrossing that 
the tendency is to neglect those in- 
fluences which tend to call into play 
man's higher powers and enlarge the 
scope of living. If this tendency is 
to be corrected it must be done by 
incorporating into our schools those 
influences which have power to inspire 
and feed the higher forces of human 
nature. We believe that this ethical 
purpose will be served 
when 
the 


branches mentioned above are properly 
taught. 
We are pleased to notice 


that the higher phases of the work 
in these branches are emphasized and 
that the spirit of the work is such 
that it cannot fail to exert a positive 
influence for good upon the students 
of the school and through them upon 
the common schools of the state. 


INSTRUCTION. 


Pres. Pray has been happy in select- 


ing his assistants, lie has gathered 
about himself a faculty, not merely 
of teachers, but of men and women 
broad in their views, strong in their 
sympathies, and rich in culture. 
As 


might be expected, the work of in- 
struction is marked in the main by an 
intelligent adaptation of means to 
definite ends and a clear appreciation 
of the higher aims of education. * 


The instructors seem to understand 


that any method is a failure which 
docs not make wise demands for in- 
dividual effort on the part of the 
student. 
It is only when the "pupil's 


mind is naturally and fully exercised 
upon the object under consideration, 
when the whole soul, intellect, sensi- 
bility, and will, enters into the exer- 
cises, that any lesson Is fraught with 
power for good." In the class work 
your committee was pleased to note 
tho absence of that dull, 
lifeless 


rontnie which "kille'th" and the pres- 
ence of that spirit of interest which 
"maketh alive." 


It seems to your committee that 


the teaching in the mode,) schools is 
excellent, and that the practice teach- 
ers are fortunate in having the meth- 
ods of teaching aud the principle* of 
education so clearly and so intelligent- 
ly exemplified. 


PRACTICE AVOKK. 


We believe that Pros. Pray will 


agree with us when we say that while 
the model schools as now organi/cd 
furnish opportunity for the study of 
pedagogy and the testing of prin- 
ciples, they do not furnish favorable 
opportunity 
for training 
in 
the 


instruction 
and 
management 
of 


large classes. 
With children selected 


from the mass by tuition requirements 
and carefully graded into small divi- 
sions, these well organi/ed schools 
do not offer the same problems met 
with in the average school. 
We will 


repeat, the suggestion made by OIK- of 
the members of the committee in a 
former report, that some aii.mge- 
ment lie made with the local school 
boards in cities where the normal 
schools an; located, by which certain 
departments of the public schools 
might bo used forpractiee and obser- 
vation work. In this way the -.indent 
teachers would get some valuable ex- 
perience in a real school, gam niMghi 
intodetailsof management and receive 
a more comprehensive kno\v!< dire of 
tin 
1 organization of schools as they 


now e.\ist. 
The public schoo1 branch 


of the prael ico depart/men! is no longer 
an e.vpeiiment in MilwauKce. .uni its 
success would certainly warr.itii ex- 
periment along the same line ,n con- 
nection with the other normal schools 
of the stale. 


DISCI I'I.I NT. AND MANAC.KMKM 1. 
The experienced teacher no sooner 


crosses the threshold of the school, 
than he observes an atmosphere arid 
spirit (if freedom that, are gratifying 
in the extreme. 
A spirit of interest 


and earnestness pervades the whole 
school. Tho students seem impressed 
with the thought that, the school is 
not something set over ng<un-i them- 
selves, hul rather a part of themselves, 
the success of which is vital lo (heir 
own interests. 
All. teachers and stu- 


dents, seem itnbuorl with a <pmt of 


loyalty and all relations are those of 
sympathy and confidence, Tbe stu- 
dents are brought face to face with 
the problems of conduct and manage- 
ment and made to feel responsibility 
for their proper solution. The condi- 
tions of the school are such as to en- 
courage independence of thought and 
action ou tbe part of the student and 
to cult! vale the form aud habits which 
will fit for the larger world of /eal life 
which they will soon enter. 


In conclusion we will say, that we 


were pleased with the earnestness of 
the students, the genuineness and per- 
sistency of the instruction and the 
healthful and helpful moral' tone 
which pervades the whole school. 
We 


wish to acknowledge our gratitude for 
the kindness ancl courtesy of both 
teachers and student-;, which made 
tin- duties of the committee light and 
the visits pleasurable.

THE POLO BROTHERS. 


ThiiU WttuderlaKB Into the Thun I.'11 known 


lAuda of Cathay. 


Many hundred years ugo, In tho year 


J2U5, lot us say, beforu Columbus discov- 
cri>(J America or tho art of printing Jiiid 
been invented, a strange thing happened 
Iti Venice. Three men, dressed in out- 
hindish gurb, partly European and partly 
Ar-iiitiu, appeared in the streets of that 
city, making their way to the gates of a 
lot iy and Imndsoine house which was then 
occupied l>y members of theaneient family 
of Polo. The three strangers, whose speech 
had a, foreign accent, claimed admittance 
to the mansion, Haying that they wore 
Ufaffco and Nieolo Polo, brothers, and 
Marco, BOH of Kioolo, all of whom had 
been absent in the wild and barbarous 
countries of the fur east for more than 24 
years and hud long since been given up as 
lost. 


In thoso days nobody in .Europe know 


much about the regions in which the three 
Polos had traveled, and what little they 
did know was from vague and few reports. 
Two friars, Piano Carpini and William 
Kubruquis, it is true, had reached the bor- 
der of Cathay, or northern China, and had 
broUKht back accounts of the wonders of 
that mysterious land, of which they had 
heard from the subjects of the great khan, 
who reigned over a vast empire.
